Tlic production has undergone a slight Increase 


In three or four districts, but iu most of the oth- 
era there baa been a falling off which baa 
largely ovmoome the Increase. The decrease 
from tills tlmojaat mouth la leveu hundred and 
fifty barrels. It ho* taken place on the Benning. 
hoff, Woods, W. McCllntoek, and Fouler Farms, 
on Church Kan, and In the Allegheny River dla. 
trlct. The Tidloute and tower Cherry Run dis- 
tricla, and Bennelioff Kun, show a Blight falling 
08. The decrease has been occasioned partly by 
tho oil becoming exhausted in the vicinity «f tbe 
wells, and partly by accidents of various kinds 
to the working apparatua of ahe wells. While 
from tliese causes tbe decrease haa been goiug 
on, tbe effort to increase tbo production by tlie 
application of the different Inventions fat that 
purpose, baa beCome enfeebled by tbe attention 
of the producers being drawn toward new terri- 
tory ; and in comparison with other months, Ihe 
aggregate increase by IMS means has been light. 
Besidea this, the number of ucw wells struck 
(luring the mOBfu was about twenty, which was 
much smaller than during any previous one iu 
half a >ear 
Of this number, not more than ten 


are now producing oil in pajlng quantities. 
About flve are producing from ten to fifteen bar- 
rels each per day, and but three or four have a 
production of fifty barrels each. The increase 
from tho completion of these wells has not 
reached over two thousand barrels during the en- 
tire month, aijd that from the resuscitation and 
cleaning out of old wells has scarcely amounted 
to LweutjiJlve hundred barrels. The weather 
during the month has been more favorable, aud 
several of the small-producing wella on which 
operations were euspi-nded durlug the winter, are 
now being pumped. 


The total production In the oil region, and at 


Parker's LinUIng, on the Allegheny RUer, Is 
nearly nine thousand b irrels per day. This pro- 
duction is prcttj well distributed over about 
sixty farms and districts The largest producing 
dislricl is thai of Uppei Cherry Run 
A very 


lalge proportion ol the wells are pumped, and in 
most of them Lliu oil producing mind rocks ire 
fouud at from eeAcu to nine hundred feet below 
thi surface. On Upper Ulierry Kan, ut Scrub 
Grass ou the Alleglicnj Ri\cr, on Lower Ulicrrj 
Run and in one or two oilier dibtricts there an 
flowing wells, and in all about twenty. Ol these 
there are two ou Upper Cherry Run, each of 
which is producing about three hundred and 
forty barrels per day, but the most of the others 
do not produce over fiftj barrels. From tliu in- 
dications it seems that the minimum production 
for at least the first half of this >ear has ulrcad) 
been reached, or if It bas not, tli it it will be dm 
Ing the coming month ; for there ure several ne« 
wells In large producing districts tint will Ije 
completed within the nest fifteen dijg, and tioni 
tt'is time the weather will f Ivor the continuous 
working of old wells But while an incieiise innj 
be expected, it is altogether probable that It will 
not be large The following t ihle fellows the total

ten or fifteen new wella will be commenced.— 
At Tidloule tbere are nine welli being drilled on 
Ihe toutb aide of tbe River, and all of them are 
located on the Ecouomlte properly. The wella 
atarted laat fall, to tbe south and aoutbeattward 
of Ike above property hare since been completed, 
and abandoned. Ou the weat aide of the River, 
new territory haa been found on tbe Jayaou farm, 
situated between tbe headwaters of Uordou and 
Denote Runs. TbU territory »IH be subjected to 
a farther test during tbe next ninety days. 


Altogether about two hundred wella are being 


drilled in the region. About twenty-live are lo- 
cated on "wild" territory,and about sixty on 
new territory. From present indications It Is 
probable that the number of drillidg wella will 
be increased by tbe eloae ofthe coming month to 
two hundred and fifty. 


STOCK or OIL IN TUB OIL REGION. 


The flock of oil held in Ihe oil region has 


allgtitly increased daring the past month, and It 
now Benches flve hundred aud fifty-nine thousand 
sli hundred barrels, or an Increase of about seven 
thousand barrels. This atock includes ten tttou- 
Ejud barrels that la held In wooden storage tanks 
alTilusvllle, Oleopolis, Henry's Bend, and Tidi- 
oute, about one thousand barrels In bulk barges 
in the Allegheny River, and (he amounts on the 
bunds of producers and in iron tankige. The 
amouut on tlie hands of producers is somewhat 
larger Ihan at Ihis time last month, on account of 
a declining market during the past ten days and 
the very light shipments of the past week, and it 
is set down at seven days' production. During 
the month about seventy-five thousand barrels 
were shipped by water to Pittsburgh. Over one- 
half of the total Block is held along the Alle- 
gheny River In an easily accessible situation for 
River shipment, and the greater part of the re-. 
inainder 13 stored along Oil Oreek,wherc, for the 
greater part of the scar, it can only bo moved by 
nilroul. Probably, about flflj thousand barrels 
of the total stock is thick oil, aud nearly all that 
in irou l inkage is under 45 degrees gravity. The 
aunexed table shows the total stock and the 
amount In Iron tankage at the dales named:
